
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY AND CORRECTIONAL SERVICES 

SUMMARY 

The Department of Public Safety and Correctional Services has statewide responsibility for the control and 
rehabilitation of adjudicated individuals on probation, incarcerated in State correctional facilities, placed in 
alternative incarceration programs, or on parole. To meet these responsibilities, the Department must 
maintain correctional and detention facilities which protect the people of Maryland and provide a safe and 
secure environment capable of contributing to the ultimate reintegration of inmates into society as law-abiding 
citizens. Major divisions within the Department which have an impact on the capital improvement program 
include the Division of Correction, Patuxent Institution, the Police and Correctional Training Commissions and 
the Division of Pretrial Detention and Services. The Department's capital improvement program is funded 
primarily with general obligation bonds. 

The Department's five-year capital improvement program includes funding to address several issues: 
completion of the Public Safety Training Center, implementation of the Department of Public Safety and 
Correctional Services' master plan for food service, and completion of additional support facilities and 
housing units at the North Branch Correctional Institution. The capital improvement program also includes 
funding to upgrade obsolete security and utility systems at various institutions, replace obsolete facilities at 
the Baltimore City Detention Center, and expand State Use Industries' operations.

This addition will provide space to store supplies, stock, and finished 
goods pending delivery to customers. Currently, SUI leases 100 storage trailers due to a lack of storage space 
at its existing warehouse. However, leasing these trailers is not cost-effective for SUI, a self-supporting 
enterprise activity. The FY 2006 budget provides funding for design, construction, and Information Technology 
capital equipment for the addition. The project will be procured using the designlbuild method.

Construct a new 47,100 GSF, 192-cell medium security housing unit and support space, including an additional 
16,390 GSF of medical and commissary space, and renovate 15,716 GSF in two remaining Quonset huts at 
the Maryland Correctional Training Center in Hagerstown. The new housing unit will replace Quonset hut 
housing and hold 384 medium-security inmates in modern, secure space. The increased medical and 
commissary space will meet the demands of the facility's already increased capacity. The renovated Quonset 
huts will contain additional program space and an SUl facility. The FY 2006 budget provides additional design 
funding for the project.

The FY 2006 budget includes funding to complete design of the 
project, and to construct the third housing unit, the emergency generator buildings, and perimeter security.

The project will also include the construction of an external stairwell as an additional means of egress from the 
Diagnostic Center (DC) building at the Patuxent lnstitution in Jessup. The lnstitution has been cited by the 
State Fire Marshal for serious violations of the fire code, specifically the lack of sprinklers, poor air circulation, 
and insufficient means of egress. These deficiencies endanger inmates and staff. The FY 2006 budget 
provides supplemental design funds for the project's Diagnostic Center Building component.
